NEW ORLEANS MAKES 
QUARANTINE RULES. 


These are the New Orleans 
quarantine regulations to be 
adopted today: 

“No veese) arriving from a port 
liable to yellow fever shall be al- 
lowed to pass Quarantine Station 
‘unless it shall have been disin- 
‘fected throughout prior to load- 
ing at port of departure, and in 
the event of any vessel arriving 
at Quarantine Station which shall 
not have been disinfected in ac- 
cordance with the above, said 
vessel shall be required to trans- 
fer ite cargo on board of lighters 
to be brought to the city, and the 
crew, passengers and baggage 
on said vessel shall be detained at 
Quarantine Station, and only the 
cargo shall be brought to the city 
of New Orleans on said jighters. 

“No vessel shall be allowed to 
proceed to the port of New Or- 
jeans which has not been de- 
tained at Quarantine Station six 
days from the time of her depart- 
ure from her last port. 

‘Ail vessels arriving at the port 
of New Oj:leans under the above 
conditions shall be disinfected as 
soon as the cargo has been dis- 
charged.

NEW ORLEANS, July 2%4.—This city 
refuses to become excited over the yel- 
low fever. 

This was illustrated today when the 
L. & N. Railroad, which handles the 
summer traffic to the Gulf Coast re- 
sorts, had to put on extra trains to ac- 
commodate the people who were return- 
ing to New Orleans because of the State 
embargo placed by the Mississippi 
health authorities against New Or- 


* Jeans. 


The authorities claim that there are 
but thirty or forty suspicious cases, all 
confined to two square biocks in the old 
part of the city, and six suspicious 
deaths, not all of which have been de- 
termined to be yellow fever.

Lax Quarantine Blamed. 


The quarantine will ‘be enforced rigid- 
fy against Cenral American ports 
which are considered infected. They 
have been lightened to some extent, and 
it is to this reason that the healih au- 
thorities attribute the Introduction of 
yellow fever into New Orieans. 


The infectec poris of Central America 
are Port LAmon, Beliz, Livingston, Port 
Barrios, Port Cortez, Colon and Bocas 
del Toro. This includes all ports except 
Bluefields, Nicaragua, where there has 
not been a case of fever for years. Nev. 
ertheless, the captain of a fruit ship 
which came here directly from Blue. 
fields is dying with a case, which is con.

HAVE HELD LAND YEARS; 
WILL LOSE GARDENS 


Several Settlements Will Be 
Broken Up—Wiggins Ferry 
Co,, Owning Land, Gives 
Five Days’ Notice.

More than one hundred 
tied along the Illinois shore from Ca- 
hokia to Brooklyn, a distance of 10 
miles, housing between 300 and 500 per- 
sons. must be moved within five days 
or they will be seized by the Sheriff and 
their owners ejected. 

The order to this effeet was given to 
the squatters Monday by an East St. 
Louls Constable, acting for the Wiggins 
Ferry Co., one of the subsidiary com- 
penies of the multi-million dollar Ter- 
minal company which enfortes ‘the 
bridge arbitrary on St. Louts. 

This action is under a recent decision 
of the Supreme Court of Illinois giving 
the Wiggins Ferry Co a title to the 
and in question. 

In the territory coneerned are the 
house boat settlements known as 
Sandy Hook and the Sand Bar. 

The squatte.s are making a great out- 
cry against eviction, saying that their 
gardens have only recently been plant- 
ed, that they are entitled to a longer 
notice and that they will resist an at- 
tempt to remove them by force. 

The Wiggins Ferry Co. is determined 
to dispossess the squatters for the rea- 
son that if the latter are permitted to 
occupy the land for a certain time the 
title will revert to them. 

Several days ago, it is said, an of- 
ficial of the Wiggins Ferry Co. called 
on Sheriff Thompson of St. Clair Coun- 
ty and requested him to proceed at 
once to pull ell the Rouse bcats out 
into the Mississippi River, offering mm 
the use of a steamboat and the neces- 
sary Dbinck and tackle. 

Sheriff Thompson declined to under- 
take the task unless the Wiggins Ferry 
Ce first gave him an indemnity bond 
fully protecting him in the event that 
the squatters should sue nim for dam- 
ages. 
it was then that the company ob- 

tained the services of a Constable to 
serve the five-days’ notice on the house 
boat dwellers did not move. 
Sheriff Thompson was told that if the 
shanty-boat dwellers did not move 
away within the five days the ferry 
company would give him the indemnity 
bond for which he asked and@ that he 
would be expected to draw every house 
boat from shore and set it afloat on the 
Mississippi. 

Many of the squatters have been liv- 
ing in the territory for years, have 
come to regard their little plots of 
ground as their own, and are no: likely, 
it is said, to give up their holdings 
witheut a struggle.

DALLAS, Tex., July 24,—A bulletin at 
10 o'clock from Dustin, the nearest sta- 
tion to the Humble oil fleld, states that 
the fire is still burning and spreading. 
Efforts are being directed to save the 
large tanks of the Guffey company. 

Five unidentified bodies of men burned 
in the fire have been recovered. The 
dead are estimated at from 10 to 15. 
Many of the men succeeded in escap- 
ing through the thinnest line of fire, 
They are badly burned and received 
surgical and medical attendance at a 
farm house outside of the fire zone. 

Nearly one thousand men are at work 
fighting the fire, the main effort being 
directed to confine the flames to their 
present limits. 

The estimates of loss up to noon is 

5,000,000 barrele of oil, eight large tanks 
and collateral properties. 
The loss in money values, according 
to these estimates, would reach $2,000.000 
at least, and may possibly go to double 
that figure. 

According to the latest bulletin there 
seers to be little hope of rescuing the 
men surrounded by the flames, as even 
should they escape the burning they 
could hardly survive the oil and gas 
fumes.

The French cruiser then saiuted Rear 
Admiral Sigsbee and received a return. 
Then Rear Admiral Davis, commanding 
the four battleships which lay in line 
opposite the four cruisers of the expe- 


dition fleet, saluted Rear Admirai Sigs- 
pee and received a reply. 

The Standish came alongside and 
made fast to the Brooklyn shortly be- 
fore 9 o'clock. The body of the dead 
Admiral was hoisted from its position 


While his health was feeble, it was gefi- 
erally regarded by his friends as im- 
proving. 

All the members of Col. Lamont’s 
family were with him when he died. 
The family declined to give any par- 
ticulars of the death last night, except 
the bare announcement. 

Col. and Mrs. Lamont were out driv- 
ing yesterday afternoon, and Col. La- 
mont appeared to be enjoying the best 
of health. After dinner he complained 
of feeling ill, and Dr. Stewart of this 
city, a guest at the house, diagnosed the 
case as an attack of heart disease. In 
spite of the heroic treatment, Col. La- 
mont passed away inside of half an 
hour. 

At his death bed were Mrs. Lamont 
and two daughters—Frances and Bessie. 
Several guests at the Lamont 
were also present. 

Gov. Tilden was attracted to him in 
his fight against Tweed, and in this 
Way an acquaintance began which rip- 
ened into the warmest friendship. 

In 1874 he ran for the Assembly in 
Cortland County, a red-hot Republican 
district, and was defeated. He was

Daniel S. Lamont was recommended 
to him and remained threé weeks with 
Mr. Cleveland, getting up data for him. 

He practically managed the first 
Cleveland presidential campaign, al- 
though others had the name of con-

BERLIN, July %4.—The Foreign Office 
here is advised that a meeting between 
Emperor William and Emperor Nicho- 
las took place early today off the Swed- 
ish coast, near the PSland of Bjoerkoe. 


As to the way in which the meeting 
came about, it is said that after some 
preliminary correspondence, Emperor 
Nicholas wrote to Emperor William sev- 
eral days ago that if during the latter's 
yachting in the Baltic he should ap- 
proach the Russia shore he (Empetor 
Nicholas) would be pleased to meet him. 
The German Emperor replied that he 
would be glad to cruise to any conveni- 
ent point and the Island of Bjoerkoe 
was suggesied. It was understood that 
the conversation was to be entireiy 
personal. 

Emperor William was then co-operat- 
ing with President Rooseveit in seeking 
to bring the belHigerents to a discussion 
of terms of peace. 

Emperor William will continue to ad- 
vise peace should the Russian Emperor 
ask for his further views and it would 
be very natura] that Emperor Nicholas 
should do so as a development of the 
meeting today. 

Emperor Willlum went to the meeting 
prepared to say if he were asked that 
he thought Emperor Nicholas could at- 
tain a full understanding and reconcilia- 
tion with the discontented portions of 
his people only through reforms. The 
German Government is interested in 
having the neighboring country peace- 
ful and prosperous, for it is toward the 
Russian empire that Germany’s manu- 
facturcrs look for great trade expan- 
sion in the future. 

So far as the rumors in other capitals 
that a scheme is afloat to combine sev- 
eral of the powers in giving Russia 
moral support against Japan in the ne- 
gotiations soon to be open at  Ports- 
mouth, N. H., concern Germany they 
are denied explicitly.

ENFCRCING THE LAWS. 
Although the police visit to the racetrack Satur- 
dwy was more in the nature of a friendly call than 
«a raid it demonstrated the effectiveness of Gov. 
Folk’s plan of using the police to put a stop to the 
violating of the anti-gambling law at the track. The 
gambling stopped when the police arrived, The gam- 
blers will cease their lawless operations entirely when 
they know that the law will be enforced without fear 
or favor. Gov. Folk expressed it in saying: “When 
lawbreakers know that they cannot defy the laws 
of the State with impunity, they will soon stop vio- 
Jating the law.” 
~ Gey. Folk’s instructions to the Board of Police 
Commissioners admit of no doubt of his realization 
of the importance of the enforcement of the law and 
of the abolition of the menacing and intolerable con- 
ditions cf lawlessness in St. Louis County, nor of the 
sincerity of his efforts to do his full duty in vindi- 
eating the State’s authority and enforcing the laws. 
He describes the situation confronting him with 
force and outlines the work which the police must 
do with vigor. He assumes all responsibility for the 
use of the police in the county, asserting his belief 
in the legality of his action. Upon the legal ques- 
tion of the right of the police to arrest in the county 
the Governor reinforces his .own opinion with ex- 
cellent legal authority. 

Following the visit to the racetrack the police on 
Sunday arrested all saloon keepers whom they found 
violating the Sunday law. The Governor's instruc- 
tions include the effort to compel the Western Union

How arbitrary it is to cail a man dead when his 
heart ceases to beat and he no longer breathes will 
be apparent when it is remembered that dogs may 
easily be revived-after they have lain in this state 
for six or more minutes. If the dog's cneat is opened 
and artificial resp'ration begun. and if the heart is 
taken In the hand and rhythmically squeeged, grad- 
ually it begins to beat again, the dog becins to 
breathe, in fact he recovers normal life! [ believe 
the same experiment has not been tried in men for 
the reason that in illness the system is generally so 
poisoned by the toxins of disease as to make it im- 
possible spontaneously to recover, even though 
the heart should be kept beating. The heart of a 
man may in some cases be made to beat again outside 
the body if defibrinat’d blood is circulated through it.
